A report on the progress of 
Ramona avenue street improve¬ 
ment, brief discussion of a pro¬ 
posed new garbage disposal or¬ 
dinance, and clarification of the 
city pound master’s authority, 
featured a regular meeting of the 
City Council Tuesday evening.

City Engineer Joseph Hurley 
replied that the improvement of 
Ramona avenue had been held up 
bcause of the projected widening 
and grading of Michillinda ave¬ 
nue. Agreement must be reached 
with the Pasadena and Arcadia 
street department as to the de¬ 
gree of grade to be established 
on Michillinda, and this will be 
done before the next meeting of 
council, Hurley said. 

Questions on proposed plans for 
a new garbage ordinance were 
asked the council by members of 
the audience, led by Harold F.

The following statement con 
cerning poliomyelitis has been j 
approved by the health and medi- j

“The cause of poliomyelitis Is 
a virus, a form of germ too 
small to bo seen under the micro ¬ 
scope, It may be found in the 
nose and throat secretions and in 
the bowel discharges of persons 
with the disease and of appar¬ 
ently health carriers. Exactly how 
the virus travels from one per¬ 
son to another is not known. It 
may be through the air, hrough 
contamination of food and drink, 
by way of insects or by some 
combination of these routes. Many 
individuals acquire the virus with 
only slight signs of illness or 
none at all. Such apparently 
healthy persons may spread the 
virus, but there Is no practical 
way to detect these carriers. 

"Clinical observations indicate 
trat any of the following factors' 
may precipitate serous paralysis j 
in any person who has the vir J 
us: physical exhaustion, such as I 
after excessive exercise: chilling j 
of the body, such as would come 1 
from a plunge into extremely j 
cold water on a hot day: or ton i 
sil and adenoid operations. 

"There Is no evidence that the 
virus of poliomyelitis is more I 
likely to spread in a swimming 
pool than in any other place 
where people assemble. Chilling 
and fatigue from swimming, how 
ever, may play some rule in t he 
development of paralysis. Quar-1 
antine of swimming pools and of. 
other public gathering places has I 
never been known to affect the 
course of the epidemic.” 

According to an editorial in the ! 
American Journal of Public! 
Health. August, 1946: "During an l 
epidemic, advantage may possibly | 
accrue from reducing the totalj 
number of daily contacts be-1 
tween individuals, but this should j 
be regulated on a voluntary’ | 
basis rather than by legal com-j

Application forms, which vet¬ 
erans must fill out to receive 
pay for unused leave while in 
military service .are available at 
the Sierra Mndre postofflee and 
at the citv clerk’s office.

Maximum time for which ter¬ 
minal leave payment may be re¬ 
ceived is 120 days, figured at 
the rate of two and one-half 
days per month of aeWve service 
since September 8, 1939.

The cheapness of life in a Nazi 
concent rat i<m camp, in occupied 
France, is a very real thing to 
Fay I.. Disbrow, accountant at 
the Sierra Engineering company 
on East Montecito street. 

Five years ago, Disbrow and 
his wife were in solitary con¬ 
finement in separate Nnzl prisons 
in France, neither knowing if the 
other still lived. 

“I can tell you it. gets pretty 
bad,” recalled Disbrow, "when 
you're tossed Into a narrow cell, 
all alone, with nothing to road, 
no facilities to write with. But 
food and sanitary conditions were 
really bad things." 

"We were fed twice a day. At 
9:30 in the morning, the Nazi 
guards brought around a bowl of 
vile hot water they called soup, 
and a pound of hard, dry bread. 
The soup was made out of cow- 
peas which weren’t cooked enough 
to eat At 4 p. m. we got another 
bowl of that vile hot water. 
That was all. Can you imagine 
living on such a diet for five 
months and 28 days? Hundreds 
of others had to endure it much 
longer.” 

There were no sanitary faclll 
ties in the prison. The stench 
was unbearable. And prisoners 
had no opportunity to take s 
hath, no matter how long they 
had been Incarcerated, Disbrow 

said. , 

The Disbrows were imprisoned 
bv the Nazis in May. 1941 for

ON-THE-JOB TRAINING 


According to reliable reports more veterans are now training 
on the job than are in schools and colleges. This may be due +A 
the fact that in many instances it offered better financial assistance, 
nfco educational institutions find it difficult to tal<e care of their 
applicants. Financial assistance for on-the-Job training has recently 
been changed. It is now limited to $175 per month. If the veter¬ 
an receives less than this amount a Federal allowance is made to 
equal it. 

Four years is the maximum time for on-the-job training but this 
time may be extended by the Veterans' Administration. 

There are three kinds of training, Apprenticeship, Specialty and 
Refresher. Apprenticeship may be defined as a trainee on-the-job 
where working standards have been set up by recognized agencies. 
Specialty, where the employer sets up special working standards. 
Refresher, where the trainee has been previously trained, but needs 
brushing up on old methods or learning new ones. 

Veterans have four years after date of discharge or termination of 
the War, whichever is later, in which to apply for training. No 
tranining will be afforded beyond nine years after the war's ter¬ 
mination. Veterans must prove their fitness for the job. Probation¬ 
ary periods are allowed for both employer and trainee. The em¬ 
ployer may discharge the trainee during the probation period for 
good cause, and the trainee may have his training changed com¬ 
pletely or in part, depending upon the Administrator's decision. 
The Administrator may permit the trainee to take a correspondence 
course to supplement his job training. Pensions now received by 
Veterans on-the-job training will not be affected. For on the-iob 
training apply to the U. S. E. S. 745 East Green Street, Pasadena, 
or 105 W. Foothill, Monrovia.

Outdoor Living Not 
New in California 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 27.—

Oaughey, professor of history on 
the Los Angeles campus of the 
University of California.

I fortable looking Englishman. This 
| gentleman proved a most affable, 
agreeable, and communicative 
companion. A well-groomed and 
prepossessing Oxonian, who ap¬ 
peared to be 40 and avowed him¬ 
self 51, he spoke of his life at 
Canterbury, whose cathedral or¬ 
gan he sometimes played for the 
popular 7:00 P. M. service. 
Sometimes when in London he 
also played the organ occasion¬ 
ally at St. Paul’s where his 
brother was on the Cathedral 
staff. Touching on politics he 
said that at the moment he 
could see no English statesman 
coming on who promised to equal 
the caliber of Arthur Balfour. 
Perhaps he has proved correct 
in his forecast. He showed a keen 
and intelligent interest in current 
events in th U. S. A., including 
that “noble experiment”, Prohibi¬ 
tion, and was puzzled that such 
a piece of legislation could have 
been enacted. But all his com¬ 
ment, had the disarming 
quality of engaging wit and a 
happy sense of humor. 

All in all, the cordiality and 
warmth of Mr. H's attitude to an 
American tourist, met casually 
under circumstances involving no 
obligation to be more than civil 
and conventionally polite, was 
another instance which helped 
still further to break down in 
my mind the legend prevalent in 
our U. S. A. that Englishmen are 
usually aloof in railway carriages 
and difficult to pick up an ac¬ 
quaintance with anywhere. The 
fact that he was a lover of 
music and evidently an accom¬ 
plished musician himself leads me 
to make a generalization. It oc¬ 
curs to me that with one or two 
exceptions all the interpreters of 
high qualiy music that I have 
encountered, and especially mas¬ 
ters of the pipe organ, have been 
men of good will, essentially 
sweet-tempered, zestful for the 
best things in life, an incentive to 
generous and happy living. Does 
the "universal language” which 
music provides keep open a win¬ 
dow that gives them a view be¬ 
yond the tumult and the shout¬ 
ing? It may be that Robert 
Browning, himself no mean musi¬ 
cian, was speaking sober fact 
when he makes the old Bavarian 
Kapellmeister, Abbot Vogler, say:

LABOR DAY 

On this Labor Day of 1946 it cannot be said that labor's rec¬ 
ord as a whole in the first full year of peace can be favorably 
compared with its outstanding performance during the war. 

The year just past has been marked by extensive and intensive 
industrial strife, the likes of which this Nation hasn't seen in dec¬ 
odes, if ever. Labor is not solely to blame for what has happen¬ 
ed. But it cannot escape the major share of responsibility for 
the strikes and work stoppages which have so seriously retarded 
our reconversion program. 

Today labor organizations stand at the crossroads. Their con¬ 
duct in the next year or two can either greatly advance their 
cause or it can damage it still more than has already been done. 

One thing is clear: labor needs more intelligent leadership. 
It needs leaders more genuinely concerned with the welfare of 
workers than with political power. It needs men more keenly 
aware of the rights of the public and the importance of public 
opinion. 

In many unions throughout the country there are men of im¬ 
portance who recognize that labor's present over aggressive and 
shortsighted course may result in the loss of numerous advantages 
Won during the past several decades. They are seeking to bring 
a greater degree of common sense into the politics of their 
unions. The extent to which they succeed will have a vital bear¬ 
ing on the degree of real progress achieved by labor organiza¬ 
tions in the future. 

Let us hope that this next year will bring greater harmony to 
the industrial scene and a new record in production and pros¬ 
perity.

Northern England-— England 
Lakes and haunts of poets. 

The English Lake country as 
! I saw- it in late July lingers in 
| my memory as a unique district 
| of high, rugged hills, often bare 
j of trees except at their bases 
and dotted with flocks of sheep 
and occasional cattle. The bases 
of the hills are often laved by 
the waters of one of the lakes 
which with their inlets and out¬ 
lets form a complex pattern over 
an area of some 1500 square 
miles lying between the Pennine 
Chain of mountains to the sast 
and the Cambrian Mountains to 
the west, in the northwest cor¬ 
ner of England toward Solway 
Firth and Scotland. At the 
water’s edge and up the hillsides 
are quaint and lively market 
towns with such names as Pen- 
trith, Cockermouth, Koswick, and 
Ambleside. In summer these 
towns are also overflowing with 
tourists, both foreign and domes¬ 
tic, for the Lake District is as 
much beloved by the British peo¬ 
ple as it is a magnet of curios¬ 
ity to foreigners, particularly to 
us Americans. 

To the many Americans who 
have cultivated in youth some¬ 
thing more than a “required" 
interest in the British romantic 
poets the Lake District is an 
object of affectionate interest, for 
here lived and wrote William 
Wordsworth, Samuel Taylor Col- ! 
eridge, Robert Southy, Thomas 
De Quincey, and others only less 
notable. One hundred years ago, 
even when the population of Eng-1 
land was less than half what it j 
is today, Wordsworth felt the 
pressures of oncoming "material¬ 
ism”. As a native of this quiet 
agricultural corner of a nation j 
"booming” with its rapidly grow- 
ing industrial prosperity in the 1 
mines and mills of the smoky 


per in a prepared picnic ground 
—though that is an infinitely 
better encounter with Nature than 
standing in line to feed at some 
over-crowded wayside feedbag. 

Public conveyances from the 
cities to the Lake District on a 
summer weekend convinced me 
that chowds and their discomfort 
at too much physical proximity 
are peculiar to no country and 
common to all. The second-class 
coach that Saturday from Cam¬ 
bridge was crowded, sunny, hum¬ 
id, and fiercely hot after what 
I learned had been an eight- 
weeks drought in that section. To 
make matters worse, my Yankee 
speech was probably to blame 
for the train guard's misunder¬ 
standing me when I inquired 
about a change of trains at Ely 
for Windermere, for I consequent¬ 
ly boarded a train which took 
me to a place colled Windon. 
When I had asked, “Winder- 
mere?” he had evidently under¬ 
stood me to ask “Windon here?” 
-—so my little extra jaunt stretch¬ 
ed out to what seemed 100 extra 
miles, several changes of train 
before I got back where I be¬ 
longed, and an actual four hours 
delay in reaching Windemere. 

However. I am a firm believer 
in the law of compensation—both 
good and not so good. On one 
of these trains among the six 
or seven changes the second-class 
coach was so crowded that I 
stepped into the baggage car 
and stood there to get a breath 
of air. As I politely but firm¬ 
ly declined the conductor's sug¬ 
gestion that I go into the ad¬ 
jacent third class coach, he final¬ 
ly reacted humanely and took me 
into a first-class coach and to

Spencer Tracy, 
and Juan Blondell got a chance 
in the movies because of their 
stage experience and became 
luminaries in the Hollywood sky. 

Sound has added much to the 
entertainment value of good pic¬ 
tures but it has made the bad 
ones worse. In the "silent" days 
all the patron had to do was shut 
his eyes if he didn't enjoy the 
picture. Now he must either use 
ear muffs or walk out. 

But after 20 years one thing 
has become certain the talkies 
are here to stay .except that no 
body ever goes to the "talkies". ; 
They attend the “movies".
